/These previous N outbreaks have not 
jbeen sufficiently serions either to fam­

'One of its most dangerous char­ 
acteristics is its extreme contagious­ 
ness. 
Not only may it be conveyed 
directly from one animal to another, 
t u t It may be transported In' fodder, 
picked up from the ground and car- 
, rled over the country by cats, dogs, 
and 
chickens, 
or 
communicated 
through the agency 
of 
man. 
Gases 
liave already been found In which it 
seems certain that the disease 
was 
spread by the curiosity, of farmers to 
iqspect suffering anlmaia. 
They re­ 
turned from these visits to communi­ 
cate the .disease to their own previ­ 
ously healthy herds. 


The contagiousness of the disease 
explains the action of the federal au­ 
thorities in quarantining such 
large 
areas. 
The practice is to clap a blan­ 
ket 
of 
quarantine 
on 
a 
state 
In 
which a case of the disease has hpen 
found, and then, by careful investiga­ 
tion, determine the exact area Infect­ 
ed. 
When an animal suffering 
from 
foot, and mouth disease is discovered 
in a herd the whole herd Is at once 
slaughtered. Otherwise Is would 
re­ 
main a dangerous source of Infection 
and would be a menace to the entire 
community. It Is customary to appoint 
an appraiser to value the herd. One- 
half of the appraised value is paid to 
the owner by the federal government 
and 
one-half 
by 
the 
state. 
The 
slaughtered animals are burled in a 
deep trencii their hides slashed 
to 
make it useless for anyone to dig them 
up again, and the carcasses are sat­ 
urated with quicklime. 
In this man­ 
ner previous 
outbreaks 
have 
been 
completely stamped out and there is 
every reason to hope that this will 
b e the case this year. 
The chief dan­ 
ger is that there may be 
infected 
herds whose exlstehcp is not reported 
to the proper authorities. 
Farmers 
are therefore 
urged, both 
for 
their 
own protection and as a duty to their 
neighbors, to report immediately 
all 
cases of suspicious sore mouths or 
lameness among their stock. 


Foot and 
mouth 
disease 
affects 
chiefly cattle, sheep, goats, and swine, 
but there are a number of other ani­ 
mals of less commercial 
importance 
which are also susceptible.

ally human beings are affected, but in 
the majority of instances the disease 
iB'not severe in the case of man.

.20 dajj^s may bring about? an apparent 
recovery, but this may beC greatly ex­ 
tended: 
Moreover; an apparent 
re­ 
covery by' no means implies a real 
cure. The animal may carry thp virus 
In his blood, for. a 'year or more and 
is liable during all this time to spread 
the disease or to experience a recur­ 
rence itself. 
The mortuality, consid­ 
ering the seriousness of the disease 
and the losses it occasions, is very 
small, being estimated at 6 per cent 
by , some authorities, although it fre­ 
quently is much greater than 
this. 
The mortality, however, by no means 
represents the real losses occasioned 
by the disease.

nothing since the -state was lost to 
the prohibition 
cause. 
Mr. 
Calder­ 
wood won a Pyrrhic victory in the cit­ 
rus belt and by it has put upon the 
principal industry there a burden that 
may ultimately crush it.

Misleadicg Figures 


Many men in tlic f/uit-growing and frtjit packing profession are 
depreciating the reports boing sent out to tlie cffcft that an enor­ 
mous prop will bo bantllcd this year in oranges and lemons. 
There 
are two reasons for suppressing the report—the first being that it is 
not true, and the second that if it were tru^ it would not tend to help 
the price in the Eastern market, 


Tn one ehiborate report issued recently from a serai-anthoritative 
fiourf'c, it was said that although the crop on old trees is ligl)tin many 
localities, the great number of young trees coming into bearing would 
more than ofTsot the difference. 
This is mere gueH.s-work, and is 
probably far from being a fact, 
A young tree, loaded with navels, 
•will perhaps fill a packed box, A large navel tree, from twelve to 
eighteen years old, is liable to bo shy ten boxes of its usual output. 
The crop in the Govina valley is light. 
M^c know this to be true. 


Whether the lightness of the crop throughout the state -will mean 
a small return to the grower is a question. I t is one of the bad things 
' about producing things from the soil that big crops are liable to 
bring small money, and small crops large m6ney. I t may be that the 
growers will receive this year as much for J3fty per cent of a crop as 
they received this year for one of the bumper crops of the history of 
the state.

Orange gi'owers who attend annual meetings of fruit associations 
after the first of December must have a ten-cent federal stamp on all 
proxies that they hold. 
This is a part of the so-called hundred-mil­ 
lion-dollar war tax recently passed by the Democratic United States 
senate and house of representatives. 
Stamps will, appear in many 
unexpected places. 


The Covina Citrus Association, which holds its annual meeting on 
November 30th, will escape this small inconvenience by ,iust one day. 
But the Covina Orange Growers' Association, holding its meeting a 
•week later, vc'ill be obliged to conform. It will be well for all stock­ 
holders to hear tiiis in mind, as the proxies will be valueless unless 
the meeting should ignore the law, and this would be bad business,'

Manager G, ITnrold Powell of the California Fruit Growers' Ex­ 
change will probably.be present a t both'meetings, and v\jill talk on the 
question of where the various parts of the orange dollar goe&. F o r 
over a year an investigiltion has been carried on by the exchange, and 
accurate data has been prepared, explaining .iust how much monev 
the jobber gets, Jiow much the railroads get, bow ,mueh the retailer 
gets, and the retiirn to the grower. This is probably the most instruc­ 
tive piece of work that Powell has done since afsuming his position.

The recoipta of lenions at San Dl* 
maa and Glendoht have been 
very 
heavy for the piut tnonth. 
gbipmeAts 
from the two houses of the San Dimatt 
Lemon Association are averaging now 
about two cars per day. It is probabld 
that the lemon association will ship 
nearly as much fruit for this month 
as in any former year. 
' The receipts from the ybung groves 
which are coming into bearing make 
•up (n part for the fruit which is not 
being received from stockholders mar­ 
keting their fruit through other or­ 
ganizations. 
There is a very .heavy 
crop on nearly all groves, prospectti 
being that for the year many groves 
in the district will yield nearly as 
much as In any previous picking, with 
promise of heavier^ pickings to fol­ 
low. 


The receipts of foreign lemons has 
been very liberal, and there Is likely 
to be a surplus of foreign lemons on 
the market during the coming months. 
The conditions in Europe make It nec­ 
essary that a larger proportion than 
usual of the Sicily lemons be market­ 
ed in the United States. 
With 
the 
heavier shipments 
from 
California, 
which are going out at this time, the 
markets are going to be fully supplied 
with lemons. 
It will not be possible 
to market the entire California crop 
In the west, as has been largely done 
during the j a s t two years, but more 
and more of It will have to seek a 
market in the Eastern auctions. 


I t is exceedingly gratifying to know 
that the sales of California lemons are 
above the sales of foreign fruit, and 
especially is this true of the shipments 
from the San Dimas Lemon Associa­ 
tion. 
During the month of October, 
the average price received for ship­ 
ments, from the association was $2,60 
a box above the average,received for 
foreign lemons in New York City. The 
average f.o.b, price was $1.75 above 
that received in New York for foreign 
lemons. 
This Indicates fairly well the 
jstanding of California 
lemons, and 
more especially for the brands put out 
by the San Dimas Lemon Association.
